WASHINGTON, May 20.—The income- 
tax lew, which thas received so large a4 
share of the public attention since the 
beginnimg of the reguiar session of the 
Fifty-third Congress, is a thing of the 
past. After being twice heard in the 
United States Supreme Court, was fin- 
ally decited today by the court to be in- 
valid and wuneonstituticnal. There were 
four dissenting opinions doliversd in these 
cases today, one each by Justices Harlan, 
Brown, Jackeon and White, showing that 
the court tad etood 5 to 4 against the 
law. Inasmuch as one of these dissenting 
opinions was banded down by Jurttice 
Jackson, and as he was absent at the 
first hearing when the court divided evenly 
on ‘the question of sustaining the lww on 
all pointe except those as to the tax on 
incomes from remts and bonds, it follows 
that one of the members of the court who 
at first was propounced for the law, ex- 
cept on those wo points, changed his alt- 
titude afer the second argument. 

There is very little question that Jus- 
tice Shiraz ts the Justice who changed his 
views on these points. He made no an- 
nouncement, efther today or when the 
first opinion was @elivere’, as to his opin- 
jon... While the opinion of the Chief Jus- 
ithce largely a.review of the general 
aspects of the questions involved, he based 
the opiniion of ithe court today on the ar- 
gument thet the provisions of the lew re- 
garding ‘the tax on rents and bonds were 
essentially a factor of it as to render 
other parts of it dependent on them, 
and in accordamce with the well-known 
rule of law teaning on this question, the 
law ws a whole must be declared invalid.

WASHINGTON, May 20.—There was the 


usual throng about the United States Su-’ 


preme Court room today in anticipation of 
a final decision in the income-tax cases 
The Justices were at the Capitol early, and 
the consultation began promptly at 10 
o'clock, continuing until a few minutes be- 
fore 12. All members of the court were 
presem, including Justice Jackson, whose 

caused a great deal of specula- 
tion, and was the basis for a z00d deal of 
gossip as to the possibility of some sur- 
prise for the public. The Justices against 
the law were Chief Justice Fuller and 
Justices Gray, Field, Brewer and Shiras: 
for the law, Justices Harlan, White, Brown

“Third—The tax imposed by secs. °7 to 
37 inclusive of the act of 1894, so far as 
it falls on income from real estate and en 
personal property, being a d@rect tax 
within the meaning of the Constitution, 
and therefore unconstitutional and void be- 
cause not apportioned according to repre- 
sentation, all these sections constituting 
the entire scheme of taxation are neces- 
sarily invalid. Decreés hereinbefore en 
tered in this court will be vacated. De- 
crees ‘below will be reversed and cases 
remanded with instructions to grant the 
relief prayed.”’ 

Secs. 27 to 37 of the tariff act of 1894, 
referred to in the conclusions of the court 
in its opinion, are sections of the act re- 
lating to the income tax. The entire in- 
c law is thus declared void spe- 
cifically. 


At the outset of his opinion, Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller said: 

“Whenever this court is required to pass 
upon the validity of an act of Congress 
as teeted by the fundamental haw enacted 
by the people, the du:y imposed demands 
in ite discharge the utmost deliberation 
and care, and invokes the sense 
of resporibility. and this is especially ro 
when the question involves the exercise o* 
great governmenta? power and brings into 
consideration, as vitally affected by the 
decision, that complex system of govern- 
ment so sagaciously framed to secure and 
perpetuate an indestructible Union com- 
posed of indestructible States. ee

“We are now permitted to broaden the 
field of inquiry and determine to which of 
the two great classes the tax upon a person's 
entire income, whether derived from rents 
or products or otherwise of real estate, or 
from bonds, stocks or other forms of per- 
sonal property, belongs, and we are unable 
to conolude that enforced subtraction from 
the yield of all owners’ real or 
property in the manner prescribed is so 
different from the tax upon property it- 
self that it is not a direct but an indirect 
tax in the meaning of the Constitution. 

‘The words of the Constitution are to 
be taken in their obvious sense and have 
a reasonable construction. We know no 
reason for holding otherwise than that 
the exprees words, ‘direct taxes’ on one 
band and ‘duties, imposts and excises’ on 
the other, were used in the Constitution 
in their natural and obvious sense. Nor, 
in arriving at what those terms embrace, 
do we perceive any ground for enlarging 
them beyond, or narrowing them within, 
their natural and obvious import at the 
time the Constitution was framed and rat- 
ified; and, passing from the text, we re- 
gard the conclusion reached as inevitable 
when the circumstances which surrounded 
the convention and controlled ite action 
and the views of those who framed and 
those who adopted the Constitution are 
considered.”’ 

The Chief Justice discussed the reasone 
for the constitutional provisions regarding 
direct taxation. The States had plenary 
powers of taxation, he said, but gave up 
the great sources of revenue derived from 
consymrerce and retained the power of levy- 
ing taxes and duties covering anything 
other than excises, but in respect to them 
the ramge of taxation was narrowed by the 
power granted the Federal government 
over interstate commerce. While they 


granted the power of apportioning direct’ 


taxation, they secured to the States the 
opportunity to pay the amount appor- 
tioned and to recoup from their own citi- 
zens in the most feasible way. The opinion 
continued: 

“It is said that a taxation on the whole 
imcome of property is not direct tax, but 
a duty. We do not think so. Direct taxa- 
tion was not restricted in one breath and 
the restriction blown to the winds in an- 
other.”” The opinion dismissed the Hilton 
case with this comment: ‘““‘What was de- 
cided in the Hilton case was that a tax 
on carriages was an excise and therefore 
an indirect tax.’"’ The opinion next took 
up the argument that a tax upon property 
is not a direct tax within the meaning of 
the Constitution, and said: 

“We find it impossible to hold that a 
fundamental requisition, deemed #0 im- 
portant as to have been enforced by two 
provisions, one affirmative and one nega- 
tive, be defied amay vy forced.

sonal property equally existe as to revenue 
therefrom. ‘The court does not under- 
stand,’”” it eays, “that the income tax has 
ever been regarded in England as other 
than a direct tax.” 

After reviewing the cases and consider- 
ing the arguments of counsel, the court, 
as it approached its — made the 
follow! eneral argument: 

“If e wane a fact that there had been 
no income-tax law such as this at the 
time the Constitution was framed and 
adopted, it would not be of controlling im- 
portance. A direct tax cannot be taken 
out of the constitutional rule because the 
particular tax did not exist at the time 
the rule was prescribed. As Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall said in the Dartmouth Col- 
lege case, it is not enough to say that 
this particular case was not in the mind 
of the convention when the article was 
framed, nor of the American people when 
it was adopted. It is necessary to £0 
further and to say that had this particu- 
lar case been suggested, the language 
would have been so varied as to exclude 
it, or it would have been made a special 
exception. The case being within the 
words of the rule, must be within its op- 
eration likewise, unless there be some- 
thing in the liberal construction so ob- 
viously absurd or mischievous or repug- 
nant to the general spirit of the instru- 
ment as to justify those who expound the 
Constitution in making it an exception. 

“The tax® being direct, and therefore to 
be laid by apportionment, is there any 
real difficulty in doing so? Cannot Con- 

ss, if the necessity exists of raising 
thirty, forty, or any other nuniber of 
million dollars for the support of the gov- 
ernment in addition to the revenue from 
duties, imposts and .excises, apportion the 
quota of each State upon the basis of the 
census and thus advise it of the payment

“It is apparent that the suggestion that 
the result of compliance with the funda- 
menial haw would lead to the abandonment 
of that method of taxation altogether, be- 
cause of imequalities alleged to necessar- 
fly accompany its pursuit, could not be al- 
lowed to influence the conclusion, but the 
suggestion not unnaturally invites atten- 
tion to the contention of appellant's coun- 
sel that the want of uniformity and equal- 
in,this act is such as to invalidate ft; 
and figures drawn from the census are 
given, showing that enormous assets of 
actual imsurance companies, of building

MILLIONS AT STAKE. 


A Squabble Over Church Property 
Held by Archbishop Kenrick.

8ST. LOUIS, May 20.—Prominent Cath- 
Olic elergy and laymen figure in a suit 
filed Saturday in the District Court 
against the venerable Archbishop Peter 
Richard Kenrick by priests of his diocese 
and laymen to divest him of ali title and 
control in the valuable church property 


of the archdiocese of St. Louis held by 
him in fee. 


The petition avers that the defendant 
is 89 years of age and so weak in miné 
as to be unable to perform the duties of 
his office. On this account the property 
held by him, consisting of lands, churches, 
convents, cemeteries and asylums, is liable 
to be lost or impaired. The prayer for the 
appointment of another trustee is only 
a request that the law transfer the dio- 
cesan property to coadjutator Archbishop 
Kain. Several months ago a newspaper 
controversy arose over the reported loss 
of Archbishop Kenrick’s will. Archbishop 
Kain gave out at the time that the testa- 
ment was in the hands of Archbishop 
Hennessy of Dubuque, Iowa. Since then, 
however, another and later will has been 
found. The plaintiffs, who, by the way, 
act as beneficiaries of the trust, say this 
last will is confused and almost impossi- 
ble of interpretation, that the devisements 
would come to naught in case Archbishop 
Kenrick died-and this instrument was 
filed for probate. 

Another cause for fear growing out of 
the improperly-drawn will is the possible 
action of heirs of Archbishop Kenrick, 
This danger is anticipated from Ireland, 
where the aged elate is supposed to 
have relatives. ere he to die and not 
leave a valid will, these heire would have 
a prima facie cause for action for the 
possession of millions which he holds in 
fee simple. The anxiety, of Archbishop 
Kain and his advisers to avert publicity 
and a lawsuit brought Archbishop Ryan 
of Philadelphia to this city a few weeks 
ago.

Two More Surveying Parties Author- 
ised for the Valley Road.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 20.—Bide for 
three ten-wheel locomotives of sixty-five 
tons weight each have been received from 
a number of Eastern locomotive works and 
will be presented by the Rolling-stock 
Committee to the board of directors of the 
San Francisco and San Joaquin Valley 
Railway Company at its meeting tomor- 
row. The engines are to be of the best 
class and the prices are said to be rela- 
tively low. 

The Survey Committee of the Valley 
railway met today and authorized Chief 
Engineer Storey to organize and equip 
two more eurveying parties. The Graham 
party, which worked down from Stockton 
to the Stanislaus River at Burneyville, has 
had to make some elight changes in loca- 
tion, but, on the other thand, has begun 
work in Stanislaus county. It will’ now 
work up the Stanislaue and Tuolumne 
rivers, and more particularly examine the 
Tuolumne, between Waterford and Modesto. 
From the last“named point, the new par- 
ties will start next. week. One of them 
will probably work south from there to 
Fresno, and the second from Fresno to 
Bakersfield. 

Vice-President Watt eays that each side 
of the valley will be surveyed beyond 
Fresno, and‘ that several lines will have 
to ‘be run south of both Visalia and Han- 
ford. The directors were able to obtain 
only an imperfect Mea of the lay of the 
land from the country roads running at 
right angles, and it will require the work 
of engineers to determine what obetacles 
there are and how they may be sur- 
mounted before the route can be decided.

practice in this matter, Justice Harlan 
sad, were little less than a revelation. 
Every one concedes the decieions in former 
cases would have been the same as they 
were if there had been no reference in 
the Constitution to direct taxes. 

He beld the tax.on rents to be a duty, 
or something entirely different from a 
tax on land ¢rom which rent was collected 
He combated the idea that rents were a 
device of lands in view of the fact that 
the present law was to continue in opera- 
tion for only five years. A tax on land is 
generally a lien on tand, while that on 
rents is not. In. its essence ¢ tax on 
rents is a tax om money and the tax is 
payable In money. He said the present de- 
cision was a step in advance of its former 
deciston and said incidentally that the 
present conclusion had been reached by a 
bare majority. In hie judgment, to say 
nothing of former holdings of the court, 
the decision might well excite very grave 
apprehension. Continuing, he said: 

“In my judgment this decision strikes 
at the very foundations of national au- 
thority, in that it denies to the general 
government a power which is or may at 
séme time in a great emergency, euch 
as that of war, become vital to the preser- 
vation of existence of the Union. It tends 
to establish that condition of helpless- 
ness in which Congress found itself dur- 
ing the period of the Articles of Confed- 
eration, when ft was without powers, by 
laws operatimg directly upon individuals, 
to lay and collect through its own agents 
taxes sufficient to pay the debts and de- 
fray the expenses of government and was 
dependent in ali such matters upon the 
good-will of the States, and prowptness 
in meeting the requisitions made upon 
them by Congress. 

“In its practical operations this decis- 
ion withdraws from national taxation not 
only all incomes derived from real estate, 
but the personal property of the whole 
country, personal property, bonds, stocks, 
investments of all kinds and the income 
that may be derived from such property.

that, with certain exceptions, incomes 
arising from every kind of property and 
from every trade and calling should bear 
some of the burdens of the taxation im- 
posed. If the court knows, or is justified 
in Ddelieving, that Congress would not have 
provided an income tax which did not ‘n- 
clude a tax from real estate, 
we are more justified in believi that the 
Wilson act would never ners beseme a 
law at all without provision being made 
for it im the ineome tax. If, therefore, all 
the income sections of the Wilson act 
must fall because some of them are in- 
valid, does aot the. judgment this day ren- 
dered furnish ground for the contenticn 
that the entire act falls when the court 
strikes from it all income-tax provisions, 
without which the act would never bave 
been prepared. 

“The court takes care to state that 
there is no question as to the validity 
of any part of the Wilson act except those 
sections which provide for a tax on in- 
comes. Thus something is saved for the 
support and maintenance of the govern- 
ment. The practical, if not the direct 
effect, of the decision today ig to give 
to certain kinds of property a position of 
favoritism and advantage inconsistent 
with the fundamental principle of our so- 
cial organization; to invest them with 
power and influence that is perilous to 
that portion of the people upon whom 
rests the larger part of the burdens of 
the government and who ought not to be 
subjected to the domination of aggregated 
wealth any more than the property of the 
country should be at the mercy of the 
lawless.”’ 

JUSTICE JACKSON'S DISSENT. 

The views: of no other member of the 
court have beep the subject of so much 
speculation as those of Justice Jackson, 
who, it was thought, would practically be 
a referee in the case. Justice Jackson 
said that his health had not been equal 
to the task of preparing a formal dissen- 
sion and proceeded to give an outline of 
his views from notes. His voice was at 
first feeble, but as he became interested 
in his subject he was able to speak with 
more strength, although his reading was 
slow and interrupted by frequent fits of 
coughing. In beginning Justice Jackson 
announced that he concurred fully in the 
dissent expressed by Justice White on 
the former hearing and the other Justices 
who dissent today. He said: 

“It ie not and cannot be denied that, 
under the b and comprehensive taxing 
power conferred by the Constitution, ‘Con- 
gress has the authority to tax incomes 
from whatsoever scurce arising, whether 
from real estate or personal property or 
ottierwice. It is equally clear that Con- 
gress, in exercise of its authority, has 
the diseretion to ‘mpoee the tax upon in- 
comes above a designated amount. The 
controlling question now presented (sa 
whether the taxation of incomes received 
from Yand, and personality is subject to 
the of the apportionment.” 

It was not found. said the Justice, 
that there was any lack of uniformity in 
the legielation, and he could not under- 
stand the principle upon which the court 
reached the conclusion that, because one 
branch of the law was invalid, by reason 
that the tax wae not laid by the rule 
of apportionment, it thereby invalidated 
another branch resting upon the rule of 
uniformity and against which there was 
no valid objecticn. If the comclusion 
of the court was sound, the principle 
could, with equal . be extended 
to the entire tariff act.

“Considered in all its bearings, the de- 
cision is the most disastrous blow ever 
struck at the constitutional power of Con- 
gress. It strikes down an important por- 
tion of the most vitally essential power of 
the government in practically excluding 
any recourse to incomes from real and 
personal estates for the purpose of rais- 
ing needed revenue to meet the govern- 
ment’s wante and necessities under any 
circumstances.”’ 

Justice Jackson finished at 2:30 and was 
followed by Justice Brown. 

BROWN’S DISSENT. 

Justice Brown, in his diesent, said that 
if the question what if and what is not 
a direct tax were now for the first time 
presented, he should entertain a grave 
doubt whether, in view of the definition 
of a direct tax given by the courts and 
writers on political economy during the 
present century, it ought not to be held 
to apply not only to an income tax, but 
to every tax, the burden of which is borne 
immediately and ultimately by the 
person paying it. He regards it as very 
clear that the Glause requiring direct tax- 
ation be apportioned as to the population 
has no epplication to taxes which are not 
capable of apportionment according to pop- 
ulation. It could not be su thet 
the Constitution could have contemplated 
a practical inhibition woon @e power of 
Congress to tax in some way all taxable 
property ‘within the jurisdiction of the 
Federal government for the purpose of a 
national revenue. 

Justice Brown said in conclusion: “Re- 
epect for the Constitution will not be in- 
spired by a narrow and technical decision 
which shall limit the narrow powers of 
Congress. The decision involves nothing 
less than the surrender of the ‘ taxing 
power to the money class. While I have 
no doubt that Congress will find some 
means of Siirmounting the present crisis 
my fear is that in some moment of na- 
ttonal peril this decision will rise up to 
frustrate its will and paralyze ite arm. I 
hope it may not prove the first step to- 
ward submergence of the liberties of the 
people in a sordid despotism of wealth. 

Then came Justice White. 

JUSTICE WHITE'S OPINION. 

Justice White stated his views briefly. 
From firat to last, he sdid, the opinion of 
the majority was but a series of contre- 
dictory propositions, one eating up and 
destroying the other. Speaking of the 
grounds upon which he dissented, he laid 
great stress on the Hilton case and 
enunciated the legal points he had made in 
his first decision in the case. In con- 
clusion, he said the injustice of the con- 
clusion points to the error of adopting it. 
It takes invested wealth and reads it into 
the Constitution as a favored and pro- 
tected class of property, while it leaves 
the occupation of the minister, the doc- 
tor, the proprietor, the lawyer, the in- 
ventor, the merchant and all the various 
forms of human activity upon which the 
prosperity of a people must depend, sub- 
ject to taxation without apportionment. 

“The absolute inequality and injustics 
of taxing by reference to population and 
without regard to the amount of wealth 
taxed, is so manifest that to admit the 
power to tax and limit to this more sub- 
stantially denies the power itself, since 
it imposes a restriction which renders its 
exercise practically impossible.’’ 

A few extemporaneous remarks were 
made by Justice White after the reading 
of his written opinion. He spoke of the 
decision as a blow struck at the Ameri- 
can people, and said the power of levying 
an income tax now left could only be exer- 
cised with such injustice that no legisla- 
tive body would dare attempt to exer- 
cise it, for such an attempt would bring 
forward a bloody revolution. 

HOW TO RAISE THE “STUFF.” 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—In view of the 
almost certain loss of $20,000,000 of revenue 
expected from the income tax and ‘the ad- 
mitted certainty of a deficit at .he close 
of the fiscal year, the treasury officials are 
beginning to turn their attention to the 
question of providing new sources of 
revenue. When questioned on the subject 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, Jo- 
seph S. Miller, said the repeated sugges- 
tions for an increased tax on beer would 
undoubtedly be caHed to the attention of 
Congress. 

“We must have more revenue,” said 
the commissioner, ‘‘and the easiest, cheap- 
est and least biurdensome internal tax 
would be one on malt liquors. We could 
increase the tax to any amount without 
the expenditure of another dollar or the 
employment of a eingle extra clerk. It 
is just as easy to collect $2 a barrel as 
half of that amount, and the difference 
would not affect the price of beer to the 
consumer.’”’ 

This statement indicates that this in- 
creased beer tax will become an adminis- 
tration measure as soon as Congress meets. 
The production of beer for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1894, was 33,334,783 bar- 
rels, 60 that an addition $1 a barrel 
would bring in as ch aS Was anticipated 
tax and 
quite as much as will be 
the sum as duty 
improve. Some. of the 
experts are figuring on a revenue 
duty on tea, and this will have the 
support of the heavy importers who wish 
to shut out the cheap grades. Any at- 
tempt to raise more revenue from beer will 
britg to Washington a strong lobby rep- 
resenting the brewing interests. To avoid 
clashing with Democratic free-trade theo- 
ries, an effort will be made to secure the 
imposition of revenue duties not only on 
tea, but on other luxuries, so as to provide 
revenue while the expected fight on the 
beer tax is in progress. 

PEOPLE TO GET THEIR MONEY BACK. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Commissioner 
Miller of the Internal Revenue Bureau to- 
day sent this telegram to collectors of 
revenue: 

“Income-tax law declared wunconstiiu- 
tional by the Supreme Court. Stop all 
work in connection therewith and send to 
this office at once under seai all books, as- 
sessment lists, returns and records in 
your office or hands of deputies relating 
to income tax.” 

Commissioner’s opi is that $35,- 
000,000 or $40,000,000 would have been col- 
lected during the first year had the en- 
been sustained by the court, and 
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even after it had shorn of the rent 
provisioh at least 000,000 and probably 
$20,000,000, he estimated, would have been 
collected. As soon as possible those per- 
sons who have alféady paid their taxes 
will be notified that under the authority 
the Commissioner by sec. 3220 

of the Revised Statutes he will refund all 
such moneys on application of the payees. 
Although today’s decision will naturally 
cut down the anticipated revenues of the 
government it is not thought that it will 
mecessitate an extra session of-Congress 
unless some unlooked-for contingency 
arises. It is known that the administra- 
tion does not regard an extra session as 
necessary, although the revenues during 
the last month have not been at all satis- 
factory. The customs receipts particularly 
are surprisingly low. The deficit for the 
fiscal year on January 31, 1895, was $34,- 
246,386. On February 28 this had been 
increased to nearly $38,000,000, and on 
April 30 to about $45,350,000.

WASHINGTON, May 20.—‘That is just 
es I expected,”” said Post ter-General 
‘Wilson, when the news of the income-tax 
decision was carried to him. “Well, it is 
not so serious ag the general view of it 
seems to make ft. If trade revives and 
continues to improve as it has of late, 
there will be revenue enough. From now 
on increasing and larger amounts . of 
whisky must be taken out under the new 
tax, and this increase will amount to over 
$15,000,000 a year. With the increase of 
revenue from the customs duties the new 
tax on Whisky will make up the deficit. 
This month, you see, the internal revenue 
collections are $6,000,000, and the tariff 
about $7,000,000, while we paid out over 
$10,000,000. I think times are improving 
and that the gove.nment will have all 
necessary revenue and that the deficit will 
soon be a thing of the past.” 


WHAT THEY SAY. 


Senator Hill is Greatly Pleased—Mr. 
Wilson Expected It. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Servica. 

ALBANY (N. Y.,) May 20. — Senator 
David B. Hill was greatly pleased at the 
decision in the income-tax matter tonight, 
and he took no pains to conceal that pleas- 
ure. Tn relation to its general effects, 
Senator Hill eaid: 

“The Supreme Court of the United Statas 
is entitled to the thanks of the country 
for its decision against a law which sanc- 
thloned unpequal taxation and against an 
enactment which was clamored for only 
by Populists, cranks and demagogues. 
That court has vindicated its wisdom and 
intrenched itself in the confidence of the 
people. Public sentiment was right in de- 
manding that the whole law be set aside. 
I never could fathom the means which 
induced Presidem Cleveland and Secretary 
‘Carlisle mn December, 1893, to recommend 
the adoption of an income tax. It was a 
serious mistake. That policy delayed, hin- 
d@wed and almost defeated the tariff re 
fet.a. bill. 

“Of course I do not conceal my gratifi- 
cation at the decision. It is a victory of 
law over socialism. It is a triumph of 
decent and intelligent men over the dema- 
gogues and adventurers. It is a vindica- 
tion of the Constitution as the best law of 
the country; it is a defeat for political 
Dlatherskites who were clamoring with- 
out reason for a new scheme of taxation. 
It seriously antagonized the business in- 
terests of the country and placed the Dem- 
ocratic party in a false light. The de- 
cision today announced will do more good, 
will be of more lasting benefit to our free 
inetitutions, will clear the political atm7s- 
phere better than anything which bas oc- 
curred in this decade." 

SOMEWHAT “MANGLED.” 

NEW YORK, May 20.—Ex-President 
Harrieon was asked this afternoon for his 
opinion concerning the decision declaring 
the income tax to be wnconstitutional.

(Harper's Weekly:) The partition of 


property which in no sense belongs 
to the partitioners is always a delicate 
operation. When it is undertaken by 
individuals who are only public char- 
acters by virtue of their celebrity in 
the annals of police courts the practice 
has generally been a fruitful source 
of misunderstanding; and even when. 
undertaken by statesmen on behalf of 
nations it has not unusually ied to 
complications. Since the historical 
partition of Poland between ite pow- 
erful neighbors there has not been 
cny attempt of this kind on a large 
scale until lately, when the principle 
was a to the case of Africa. 
Britain, it is true, bas for a century 
or so been doing a very brisk business 
in the annexation of various unconsid- 
ered trifies in the way of territory in 
different parts of the world. There is 
no reason, indeed, to suppose that she 
would have been unwilling to do as 
much for Africa had circumstances 
permitted. The country which ab 
sorbed Hindostan, and swallowed 
Australia at a mouthful, could prob- 
ably have done as much for the Dark 
Continent without any very painful 
effort. 

In the cage of Africa, however, cir- 
cumstances were adverse. The suceu- 
lent morsel of territory was a large 
one, and it was less distant from the 
otber European countries than others 
which had already been assimilated 
by Great Britain at her leisure. If 


Africa was to become European prop-- 


erty. it not unnaturally seemed fair 
to other nations that some small slice 
should fall to them. The consequence 
has been the great partition of Africa, 
without her own consent, which has 
been going on cheerfully for the tast 
fifteen years or so. The whole busi- 
ness has been conducted with official 
politeness which has left little to be 
desired. England took a bite—usually 
& pretty substantial one — here, and 
France un petit morceau of a few 
millions of square miles there, while 
Germany stepped in and took a tol- 
erably large mouthful out of the east 


and another out of the western side. 


of the continent. The rights of Por- 
tugal were somewhat grudgingly rec- 
ognized in one place, and the aspira- 
tions of Italy ‘were encoura in 


another: even Belgium was invited to 


take a hand, and at least assume a 
protectorate. if only to show that she 
took an interest in the business.

THE INCOME TAX INVALID. 


Tt will cause little surprise to readers 
of The Times this morning to learn that 
the income-tax law in toto has been dé-. 
Slared invalid by the Supreme Court of 
the United States, all the justices sitting. 
The same result would have been reached 
at the former sitting of the court had not 
Justice Jackson been indisposed and un- 
@ble to sit in the case. 

The result arrived at will meet the ap- 
proval of all fair-minded men. At best 
the law was but the tricky makeshift of a 
makeshift administration. There was no 
general demand for such a law. The de 
mand, such as it was, came from a small 
But noisy minority of Populistic and An- 
archistic agitators. Back of this demand, 
@lso, stood the gaunt specter of a yawn- 
ing deficit in national revenues. Then 
the bill was tacked onto the tariff bill, 
ané@ this impelled Congress, under a kind 
of coercion er party duress, to pass the 
measure. It was believed by the best 
lawyers, at the time of its passage, to be 
Unconstitutional, and that belief has been 
confirmed by the decision of the Suprem 
Court, banded down yesterday. \ 

The law provided not only for direct 
taxation, Dut its burdens were unequally 
@istributed or apportioned, thus being 
@oubly violative of the Constitution. Its 
foundation principle was a tax on indus- 
try. Manufacturing corporations, no mat- 
ter how small, were required to pay a 
tax upon their net incomes, whether it 
was large or small. Other industries, 
which paid to their owners an income 
@bove $4000 per year, were taxed upon 
that excess—a process tending directly to 
the discouragement of industry. 

In ehort, the law was based upon the 
Proposition that those who are the more 
promperous financially should bear a 
Meavier burden of taxation, proportion- 
@tely, than those who are less prosperous. 
If this were admitted as a principle, the 
corollary proposition would logically fol- 
low that those who bear the leavier:bur- 
Gens of taxation should exercise the 
Sreater influence in affairs of government; 
for one of the chief functions of govern- 
ment is in collecting and expending 
Moneys drawn from the people. But to 
enlarge the political powers of men with 
Jarge incomes would be to create an 
Oligarchy of wealth—the very reverse of 
what the Populist and his kind profess to 
Se striving for.

As a matter of fact there 
is enough sin in Chicago alone, by a care- 
ful estimate, to require the entire output 
of California prunes for some years to 
come. Then there is New York!—but 
the mind is lost in contempletion of the 
immensity of the demand for prunes that 
is likely to follow the Chicago doctor’s 
marvelous discovery. There are numerous 
other large cities which are in sore need 
of redemption by means of the new rem- 
edy—in need of pruning, as a matter of 
fact. On second thought, it is doubtful if 
California will have many prunes for ex- 
port far some years to come. For there is 
San Francisco! San Francisco will, per- 
haps, require more prunes to the square 
rod than any other city on earth. Of 
course San Francisco will patronize home 
industry and take whe prune crop rather 
than see it exported. 

As for Boston, it is well known to be a 
virtually sinless town. This may or may 
not be due to an exclusive diet of beans.

Some of the newspapers of the East have 
of late been discussing ways and meane for 
the prevention and punishment of certain 
forms of sin with a great deal of ear- 
nestness.

He has 
assumed the role of prosecutora role 
which belongs exclusively to the peopie, 
not to the chief of police, whose sole duty 
is to gather all possible facts on both sides. 
All the facts sought for by the police have 
been those against the prisoner. And now 
Crowley shows a spirit of petty malignity 
by placing the portrait of thts unconvicted 
prisoner in the rogues’ gallery. Such ‘ac- 
tion is without excuse. 


Evidently Cleveland’s administration is 
bound to “get even” with the Western 
States and with the Pacific Coast in par- 
ticular.

All Over. 


No One Has Been Killed, Unless 4 
Squaw on the Reserva- 
tion Counts. 


A District Attorney Who Wants to 
Fight to Have His Salary Cut 
Qne Thousand Two Hundred 
and Fifty Dollars a Year.

PHOPNIX, May 18.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The“Indian outbreak” is prov- 
ing to be a mess of exaggerations. Nobody 
has been killed, unles @ squaw on the 
middle of the reservation counts. Soldiers 
are now in the field getting to the scene 
of the little band of wanderers as fast 
as their remoteness from the field will 
pérmit. They will soon round up the fel- 
lows, who will be taken back to the reser- 
vation and forgiven, or possibly given 
thirty er sixty days in the guardhouse. 
That will be the sum total of this wonder- 
ful Indian outbreak. The few facts that 
have been made as much of as possible 
were as follows: There is a band of about 
fifteen Indiane off the reservation who 
would not be, were there soldiery enouga 
at and adjacent to the reservation to keep 
them the®e. They are armed and doing 
emall maraudings. They have killed no- 
body, though a sensational story bas gone 
forth and may be true that they fired on 
some prospectors. They «were first seen 
on the 13th at the Coronado ranch, near 
Morenci, rounding up some horses. The 
commander at Fort Grant, sixty or seventy 
miles away, was notified. There is no rea- 
a. ‘eon to believe “the Kid” is with them. He 
. prefers his own company or that of an 
occasional new squaw. Tuesday, the 14th, 
old Mas-se, a former renegade, killed a 
squaw on the reservation. eleven miles 
from Hawk Canyon, and carried another 
squaw to another part of the reservation. 
Indian police are on his trail. This was 
exaggerated to a story of a big “tizwin” 
drunk and orgy in which five squaws were 
reported killed and sixteen bucks had left 
the feservation.
